Come In P. O.’s 
Christmas Rush 


lf people think the hours are n ’t 
busy at the Hondo Post Office 
these days they should stop in for 
a chat with Postm aster Harry Fib 
leman and his little adding m a­ 
chine. 
F'illeman checked over 
outgo­ 
ing mail Tuesday of this week and 
found that since Dec. IO the peo­ 
ple of Hondo have mailed out over 
48.000 letters in the two w eek­ 
end. F'illeman said, the figure is 
sure to top 
50.000 
easily 
by 
Christmas. 
Packages leaving the post o f­ 
fice in the Christmas rush totalled 
about 
5,000 according to 
F'ille- 
m an’s guesstimate. Incoming mail 
was about equal to the outgoing, 
which mean* a total of 100,000 
letters and 10,000 packages h an d ­ 
led by the post office e m p l o y e e s 
in two weeks. 
In spite of the large number of 
villagers leaving Hondo in the past 
year, Filleman estimates that post­ 
al receipts for this Christmas will 
easily ton those of the ’46 season, 
and the total for the year wijl miss 
last y ear’s mark by only $500. 
The Hondo P. O. has hired no 
f'xtra men for the Christmas rush, 
imposing longer hours on the reg ­ 
ular clerks. All regulars worked 
extra days and many worked l l 
hours a day. F'illeman credits the 
Anvil 
Herald with 
levelling o ff 
the Christmas rush. W here most 
of the mailing is usually in the 
last week. he said., it started to 
get 
heavy this 
year about 
the 
tenth of the month, just after the 
Anvil Herald launched a weekly 
series of stories urging people to 
mail early.
